reported a bill to repeal the-present local option-law, the effect of 
which if adopted is to return to state wide, prohibition. This ac- 
tion of tlio majority of tlio committee is' not the outcome of any 
pdpul.ir demand in this state for a change of policy in dealing with 
the liquor traffic. 
No public agitation during the campaign or 


since directed attention to this subject, It'comes as a surprise. 


The question for the legislature to consider Is nol whether pro- 


hibition'or license is the better policy for tho stale lo adopt, but 
whether It is wise at tills time without notice.to mako so radical 
a change. 
We do know that large sections of this state have 


repeatedly declared against prohibition as applied to themselves 
If they are to be deprived of homo rule in tho regulation of the) 
traffic, ought not such legislation to be preceded by formal decla- 
ration when candidates for the legislature and governor nre to be 
elected? 
Tho present legislature and governor wero not elected 


to force prohibition upon Manchester, Nashua and other localities 
that have so recently voted for license. 


Would not state wide prohibition be stronger and moro perma- 


nent, if that Is lo bo llic policy of the slate, It it followed a cam- 
paign where It was an issue than if adopted now by a bare major- 
ity of a legislature whose members had no nollce that it was to 
be a question for them to consider?
